If ye (judges) do indeed fear that they would be unable to keep the limits ordained by Allah, there 
s no blame on either of them if she give something for her freedom: These are the limits ordained by Al- 
ah; so do not transgress them if any do transgress the limits ordained by Allah, such persons wrong 
themselves as well.as others). 230. So if a husband divorces his wife (irrevocably), he cannot, after that, 
e-marry her until after she has married another husband and he has divorced her. In that case there is no

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ieve ! Approach not prayers with a mind befogged, until ye can understand all that ye say, - 
ıor in a state of ceremonial impurity (except when traveling on the road) , until after washing 
our whole body. If ye are ill, or on a journey, or one of you cometh from offices of nature, 
yr ye have been in contact with women, and ye find no water, then take for youselves clean 
„and or earth, and rub therewith your faces and hands. For Allah doth blot out sins and for- 
rive again and again. 44. Hast thou not turned thy vision to those who were given a portion 
yf the Book ? They traffic in error, and wish that ye should lose the right path. 
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45. But Allah hath 
full knowledge of 
your enemies: Allah 
is enough for a Pro- 
tector, and Allah 1s 
enough for a Helper. 
46. Of the. Jews 
there are those who 
displace words from 
theır (right) places, 
and say : "We hear 
and we disobey " ;

der to Faith. If only 
they had said : "We 
hear and we obey" ; 
and "Do hear"; and

lief ; and but few of 
them will believe. 
47. O ye People of 
the Book ! Believe in 
what We have (now) 
revealed, confirming

cursed the Sabbath- 
breakers, for the de- 
cision of Allah must 
be carried out.

They be- 
lieve in Sorcery and Evil, and say to the Unbelievers that they are better guided in the (right) 


way than the Believers ! 
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52. They are (men) 
whom Allah hath 
cursed: and those 
whom Allah hath 
cursed, thou wilt 
find, have no one to 
help. 53. Have they 
a share in dominion 
or power ? Behold, 
they SIVE not a 
farthing to their fel- 
low-men? 54. Or do 
they envy mankind 
for what Allah hath 
given them of his 
bounty ? but We 
had already given 
the people of Abra- 
ham the Book and 
Wisdom, and con- 
ferred upon them a 
great kingdom. 

55. Some of them 
believed, and some 


of them 
averted their 
faces from 
him and 


enough 1s 
Hell for a burning 
fire. 56. Those who 
reject Our, signs, 
We shall soon cast 
into the Fire : as of- 
ten as their skins 
are roasted through, 
We shall change 
them for fresh 
skins, that they may 
taste therPenalty : 
for Allah is Exalted 
in Power, Wise. 57. 
But those who be- 
lieve and do deeds 
of righteousness, 
We shall soon ad- 
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ıit to Gardens,with rivers flowing beneath, - their eternal home : therein shall they have 
'ompanions pure and holy : We shall admit them to shades, cool and ever deepening. 58. Al- 
ıh doth command you to render back your Trusts to those to whom they are due ; and when 
e judge between man and man, that ye judge with Justice ; verily how excellent is the teach- 
ıg which He giveth you !. For Allah is He Who heareth and seeth all things. 59. O ye who 
elieve ! Obey Allah, and obey, the Apostle, and those charged with authority among you. If 
e differ in anything among yourselves, refer it to Allah and His Apostle, 1f ye do believe in 
Jlah and the Last Day : that is best, and most suitable for final determination. 
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60. Hast thou not 
turned thy vision to 
those who declare 
that they believe in 
the revelations that 
have come to thee 
and to those before 
thee ? their (real) 
wish 1s to resort tO- 
gether for judgment 
( in their disputes) 
to the Evil One, 
though they were 
ordered to reject 
him. But Satan's 
wish is to lead them 
astray far away 
(from the Right). 

61. When it is sald 
to them: "Come to 
what Allah hath re- 
vealed, and to the 
Apostle": thou seest 
the Hypocrites avert 
their faces from 
thee in disgust. 

62. How then, when 
they are seized by 
misfortune, because 
of the deeds which 
their hands have 
sent forth ? Then 
they come to thee, 
swearing by Allah: 
"We meant no more 
than good-will and 
conciliation!" 

63. Those men,- Al- 
lah knows what 1s in 
their hearts; so keep 
clear of them, but 
admonish them, and 
speak to them a 
word to reach thelr 
very Souls. 

64. We sent not an 
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\postle, but to be obeyed, in accordance with the Will of Allah. If they had only, when they 
vere unjust to themselves, come unto thee and asked Allah's forgiveness, and the Apostle had 
ısked forgiveness for them, they would have found Allah indeed Oft-returning, Most Merciful. 
5. But no, by; thy Lord, they can have no (real) Faith, until they make thee judge in all disputes 
yetween them, and find in their souls no resistance against thy decisions, but accept them with

67. And We should 
then have given 
them from Our Pres- 
ence a great reward; 
68. And We should 
have shown them 
the Straight Way. 
69. All who obey 
Allah and the Apos- 
tle are in the compa- 
ny of those on whom 
is the Grace of Al- 
lah,- of the Prophets 
(who teach), the Sin- 
cere (lovers of 
Truth) , the Witness- 
es (who testify), and 
the Righteous (who 
do good) : Ah! what 
a beautiful 
Fellowship ! 
70. Such is 
the Bounty 
from Allah: 
and sufficient is It 
that Allah knoweth 
all. 71. O ye who 
believe ! take your 
precautions, and ei- 
ther go forth in par- 
ties or go forth all 
together.Z2:, There 
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ıre certainly among you men who would tarry behind : if a misfortune befalls you, they say: 

“Allah did favour us in that we were not present among them. " 73. But if good fortune comes to 
rou from Allah, they would be sure to say - as if there had never been ties of affection between 
rou and them -"Oh 1 I wish I had been with them ; A fine thing should I then have made of it !" 
"4. Let those fight in the cause of Allah Who sell the life of this world for the Hereafter. To

And 
let the other party 
come up which hath 
not yet prayed - and 
let them pray with 
thee, taking all pre- 
cautions, and bear- 
ing arms : the Unbe- 
lievers wish, if ye 
were negligent of 
your arms and your 
baggage, to assault 
you in a single rush. 
But3there! 1S „no 
blame on you if ye 
put away your arms 
because of the in- 
convenience of rain 
or because ye are ill ; 
but take (every) pre- 
caution fOr YyOUFI- 
selves. For the Un- 
believers Allah hath 
prepared a humiliat- 
ing punishment. 
103. When ye pass 
(congregational) 
prayers, celebrate 
Allah's praises, 
standing, sitting 
down, or lying down 
on your sides ; but 
when ye are free 
from danger, set up 
Regular Prayers 
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or such prayers are enjoined on Believers at stated times. 104. And slacken not in following up 
he enemy : if ye are suffering hardships, they are suffering similar hardships ; but ye have hope 
rom Allah, while they have none. And Allah is full of knowledge and wisdom. 105. We have 
ent down to thee the Book in truth, that thou mightest judge between men, as guided by Allah:

Oo be not (used) as an advocate by those who betray their trust; 
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106. But seek the 
forgiveness of Al- 
lah; for Allah 1s 
Oft-forgiving, 
Most Merciful. 

107. Contend not on 
behalf of such as be- 
tray their own souls; 
for Allah loveth not 
one given to perfidy 
and crime ; 

108. They may hide 
(their crimes) from 
men, but they cannot 
hide (them) from Al- 
lah, seeing that he is 
in their midst when 
they plot by night, in 
words that He cannot 
approve: and Allah 
doth compass round 
all that they do. 

109. Ah ! these are 
the sort of men on 
whose behalf ye 
may contend in this 
world ; but who will 
contend with Allah 
on their behalf on 
the Day of Judg- 
ment, or who will 
carry , their affairs 
through ? 110. If 
any one does evil or 
wrongs his own soul 
but afterwards seeks 
Allah's forgiveness, 
he will find Allah 
Oft-forgiving, Most 
Merciful. 111. And 
if any one earns Sin, 
he earns it against 
his own soul : for 
Allah is full of 
knowledge and wis- 
dom. 112% But 1f 
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any one earns a, fault or a sin and throws it on to one that is innocent, he carries ( on himself) 
(both) a falsehood and a flagrant sin. 113. But for the Grace of Allah to thee and His Mercy, a 
party of them would certainly have plotted to lead thee astray. But ( in fact ) they will only lead 
their own souls astray, and to thee they can do no harm in the least. For Allah hath sent down 
to thee the Book and Wisdom and taught thee what thou knewest not ( before ) : and great is 


the Grace of Allah unto thee. 
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114. In most 
of their secret 
talks there is no 
good: but 1f one ex- 
horts to a deed of 
charity or justice or 
conciliation between 
men, (secrecy 1S per- 
missible): to him 
who does this, seek- 
ing the good pleasure 
of Allah, We shall 
soon give a reward of 
the highest (value) . 
115. If anyone con- 
tends with the Apos- 
tle even after guid- 
ance has been plainly 
conveyed to him, and 
follows a path other 
than that becoming to 
men _,of Faith, We 
shall leave him in the 
path he has chosen, 
and land him in Hell,- 
what an evil refuge ! 
116. Allah forgiveth 
not (the sin of) join- 
ing other gods with 
Him; but He forgi- 
veth whom He pleas- 
eth other sins than 
this : one who joins 
other gods with Al- 
lah, hath strayed far, 
far away (from the 
Right). 

17. (THEN Pagans), 
leaving Him call upon 
female deities : they 
call but upon Satan 
the persistent rebel! 
118. Allah did curse 
him, but he said : " I 
will take of Thy serv- 
ants a portion marked 
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ff, 119. " I will mislead them, and I will create in them false desires ; I will order them to slit the ears 
f cattle, and to deface the (fair) nature created by Allah." Whoever, forsaking Allah, takes Satan for a 
iend, hath of a surety suffered a loss that is manifest. 120. Satan makes them promises, and creates in 
ıem false desires ; but Satan's promises are nothing but deception. 121. They (his dupes) will have 


ıeir dwelling in Hell, and from it they will find no way of escape. 
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122. But those who 
believe and do deeds 
of righteousness,- 
We shall soon admit 
them to Gardens, 
with rivers flowing 
beneath, - to dwell 
therein for ever. Al- 
lah's promise is the 
truth, and whose 
word can be truer 
than Allah's ? 

123. Not your de- 
sires, nor those of the 
People of the Book 
(can prevail): whoev- 
er works evil, will be 
requited accordingly. 
Nor will he find , be- 
sides Allah, any pro- 
tector or helper. 

124. If any do deeds 
of righteousness, be 
they male or female 
and have faith, they 
will enter Heaven, 
and not the least in- 
justice will be done 
to them. 125. Who 
can be better in rel1- 
gion than one who 
submits his whole 
self to Allah, does 
good, and follows 
the way of Abraham 
the true in faith ? 
For Allah did take 
Abraham .fOr a 
friend. 126. But to 
Allah belong all 
things in the heav- 
ens and on earth : 
and He it 1s that en- 
compasseth all 
things.127. They 
ask thy instruction 
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oncerning the Women say : Allah doth instruct you about them : and (remember) what 
ı„ath been rehearsed unto you in the Book, concerning the orphans of women to whom ye

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141. (These are) the 
ones who wait and 
watch about you : if 
ye do gain a victory 
from Allah, they say: 
"Were we not with 
you ? " - but if the 
Unbelievers gain a 
success, they say (to 
them) : " Did we not 
gain an advantage 
over you, and did we 
not guard you from 
the Believers ? " but 
Allah will judge be- 
twixt you on the 
Day of Judgment.

144. O ye who be- 
lieve ! Take not for 
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riends Unbelievers rather than believeres : do ye wish to offer Allah an open proof against 
rourselves ?. 145. The Hypocrites will be in the lowest depths of the Fire : no helper wilt thou 
ind for them ; - 146. Except for those who repent, mend (their life), hold fast to Allah, and pu- 
ify their religion as in Allah's sight : if so they will be (numbered) with the Believers. And soon 
vill Allah grant to the Believers a reward of immense value. 147. What can Allah gain by your 
yunishment, if ye are grateful and ye believe ? Nay, it is Allah that recogniseth (All good), and 


noweth All things. 
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148. Allah 
loveth not 
that evil 
should De 
noised abroad in 
public „speech: , ex- 
cept where injustice 
hath been done; for

149. Whether ye 
publish a good deed 
or conceal it or COV- 
er evil with pardon, 
verily Allah doth 
blot out (sins) and 
hath power (in the 
judgment of values). 
150. Those who de- 
ny Allah and His 
apostles, and (those 
who) wish to sepa- 
rate Allah from His 
apostles, saying 
"We believe in some 
but rejeckOothers : 
and (those who) 
wish? tofa take: a 
course _midway,- 
151.They are in 
truth (equally) Un- 
believers ; and We 
have prepared for 
Unbelievers a hu- 
miliating  punish- 
ment. 152. To those 
who believe in Al- 
lah and His apostles 
and make no distinc- 
tion between any of 
the apostles, We 
shall soon give their 
(due) rewards : for 
Allah is Oft-forgiv- 
ing, Most Merciful. 
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ı53. The People of the Book ask thee to cause a book to descend to them from heaven : indeed 
hey asked Moses for an even greater (miracle), for they said : "Show us Allah in public, " but 
hey were dazed for their presumption, with thunder and lightning. Yet they worshipped the calf 
sven after Clear Signs had come to them ; even sO We forgave them ; and gave Moses manifest 
roofs of authority. 154. And for their Covenant we raised over them (the towering height) of 
Vount (Sinai) ; and (on, another occasion) We said : " Enter the gate with humility " ; and 
once again) We commanded them : "Transgress not in the matter of the Sabbath ." and We 


ook from them a solemn Covenant. 
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155. (They have in- 
curred divine dis- 
pleasure): in that they 
broke their Covenant;

said, "Our hearts are 
the wrappings (which 
preserve Allah's 
Word; we need no 
more ) " ; - nay, Allah 
hath set the seal on

156. That they reject- 
ed Faith; that they ut- 
tered against Mary a 
grave false charge; 

157. That they said 
(in boast ) , "We kil- 
led Christ Jesus the 
son, of Mary, the 
Apostle of Allah";- 
but they killed him 
not , nor crucified 
him, but so it was 
made to appear to 
them, and those who 
differ therein are full 
of doubts, with no 
(certain ) knowledge, 
but only conjecture to 
follow, for of a surety 
they killed him not: - 
158. Nay, , Allah 
raised him up unto 
Himself ; and Allah 1s 
Exalted in Power; 
Wise ;- 159. And 
there is none of the 
People of the Book 
but must believe in 
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im before his death ; and on the Day of Judgment he will be a witness against them ; - 
60. For the iniquity of the Jews We made unlawful for them certain (foods) good and whole- 
ome which had been lawful for them; - in that they hindered many from Allah's Way ;- 
61. That they took usury, though they were forbidden ; and that they devoured men's substance 
ırongfully ; - We have prepared for those among them who reject Faith a grievous punishment. 
62. But those among them who are well-grounded in knowledge, and the Believers, believe in 
ıhat hath been revealed to thee and what was revealed before thee: and (especially) those who 
stablish regular prayer and practise regular charity and believe in Allah and in the Last Day : to 


1em shall We soon give a great reward. 
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163. We have 
sent thee in- 
spiration, as 
We sent it to Noah 
and the Messengers 
after him : We sent 
inspiration to Abra- 
ham, Isma'il, Isaac, 
Jacob and the Tribes 
, to Jesus, Job, Jon- 
ah, Aaron, and Solo- 
mon, and to David 
We gave the 
Psalms. 164. Of 
some apostles We 
have already told 
thee the story ; of 
others we have not ; 
- and to Moses Allah 
spoke direct ; - 165. 
Apostles who gave 
good news as well 
as warning, that 
mankind , after (the 
coming) of the apos- 
tles, should have no 
plea against Allah : 
for Allah is Exalted 
in Power, Wise. 

166. But Allah bear- 
eth witness that what 
He hath sent unto 
thee He hath sent 
form His (own) 
knowledge, and the 
angels bear witness : 
but enough is Allah 
for a witness. 

167. Those who re- 
ject Faith and keep 
off (men) from the 
Way of Allah, have 
verily strayed far, far 
away from the 
Path.168. Those who 
reject Faith and do 
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wrong, - Allah will not forgive them nor guide them to any way - 169. Except the way of Hell, to 
dwell therein forever. And this to Allah 1s easy. 170. O mankind ! the Apostle hath come to you 
in truth from God: believe in him : it is best for you. But if ye reject Faith, to Allah belong all

O People of the 
Book ! Commit no 
excesses In your re- 
ligion: nor say of 
Allah aught but the 
truth.

Him: so believe in 
Allah and His apos- 
ERE Say not 
"Trinity" : desist : 1t 
will be better for 
you : for Allah is 
One God : Glory be 
to Him : (Far Exalt- 
ed is He) above hav- 
ing a son. To Him 
belong all things in 
the heavens and on 
earth . And enough 
is Allah as a Dispos- 
er of affairs. 

172. Christ disdai- 
neth not to serve and 
worship Allah, nor 
do the angels, those 
nearest (to Allah) : 
those who disdain 
His worship and are 
arrogant , - He will 
gather them ı all to- 
gether unto Himself 
to (answer) . 

173. But to those 
who believe and do 
deeds of righteous-= 
ness, He will give 
their (due) rewards, - 
and more, out of 
His bounty but 
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hose who are disdainful and arrogant, He will punish with a grievous penalty ; nor will they 
ind, besides Allah, any to protect or help them. 174. O mankind ! Verily there hath come to 
‘ou a convincing proof from your Lord : for We have sent unto you a light (that is ) manifest. 

75. Then those who believe in Allah, and hold fast to Him, - soon will He admit them to Mer- 


:ıy and Grace from Himself, and guide them to Himself by a straight Way. 
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176. They ask thee 
for a legal decision. 
Say : Allah directs 
(thus) about those 
who leave no de- 
scendants or ascend- 
ants as heirs.

hath been (partly) 
eaten by a wild ani- 
mal; unless ye are 
able to slaughter it 
(in due form) ; that 
which is sacrificed 
on stone (altars);

water); and (wash) 
your feet to the an- 
kles.

134. Every time the 
Penalty fell on them , 
they said : "O Moses !
